WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—Eleven 
individuals and four coxporations 
have been indicted in the United 
States District.Court, Southern Dis- 
trict of New York, aécused of Vio- 
lations of the Securities Act of 1933 
and the mail fraud statute in the 
sale of oil royalties, the Depart- 
ment of Justice and the Securities 
Commission announced today. 

The announcement said the in- 
dictment was based generally on the 
use of the mails in interstate com- 
merce, but was unusual in that one 
count was based on an interstate 
telephone conversation. — 

The individuals indicted were 
Samuel J. Mustain, Madeline M. 
Collins, Harold Winslow Williams, 
John Douglas Casale, John M. Sil- 
ver, Sidney W. Feinberg, Morris 
Cohon, Simon Goodman, Maurice E. 
Johnson, Johy Harry Williams and 
Dennis B. Martin, all of New York 
City. Thee orporations were the 
Continental Securities Corporation, 
Colonial Securities Corporation, 
Dealers Royalty Co., Inc., and 
Standard Dealers Co., Inc. 

The indictment charged that the 
defendants fraudulently organized a 
corporation known as National 
Monthly Income Shares, Inc., the 
name of which was subsequently 
changed to General Income Shares, 
Inc.; that the defendants fraudu- 
lently organized a number of 
named trusts and that “in order to 
induce the purchase. of stock in

250 REVOLVERS AND: PISTOLS’ 


Weapons Will Be Br. Be Broken Up and 
Then Thrown Into the Mis- 
River. 

About 250 revolvers and automat- 
ic pistols, confiscated in 1935 from 
prisoners, will be destroyed Satur- 
day by Sheriff James J. Fitzsim- 
mons, acting under order of Cir- 
cuit’ Court.

Four jurors have received prison 
sentences of six months for con- 
tempt of court.

“It has come to the attention of 
the court,” Judge Terte said, “that 
certain persons have been selling 
jury summonses to gullible and mis- 
guided unemployed men. Several 
men who have been guilty of imper- 
sonating legaliy drawn jurors have 
been apprehended and punished. 
Therefore, I charge you especially 
with all the force that I have with 
the full responsibility of making a 
vigorous, full, fair, comprehensive 
and complete investigation to deter- 
mine who are the guilty persons and 
if, in your opinion, anyone has vio- 
lated the law in this or any respect 
to indict that person or persons re- 
gardiess of his or their political 
complexion or position in the com- 
munity.” 

Judge Terte told the grand jury 
that jurors admitted to him per- 
sonally they had received their bo- 
gus summonses from “Frenchy” 
Andre, who is sought for question- 
in. He also informed the grand 
jury that he questioned two depu-

Vinson said the subcommittee had 
agreed tentatively to require any 
person with gross income of $25,000 
or more to file an income tax re- 
turn, regardless of whether any of 
th income is taxable.

Far Western teams, undefeated 
in intersectional competition through 
the early weeks of the season, 
found the going considerably rough- 
er in the final stages and wound up 
in third place, with seven won and 
eight lost for 467. The South, with 
20 victories and 30..defeats for a 
400 batting average, and the Mid- 
west, with 18 and 28 for 3891, 
brought up the rear. 
Pitt and Fordham Leaders. 

By far the busiest’ competitor 
from the intersectional viewpoint, 
the East also had the greatest share 
of “breather” victories. Grouped 
under that heading are such tri- 
umphs as those of Princeton and 
Navy over Virginia, Harvard over 
Davidson and Army over Washing- 
ton U. of St. Louis and V. M. I. 
Yet Atlantic seaboard outfits, re- 
taining the intersectional title“ 
they held in 1936, also chalked up 
their share of notable triumphs. 
Pace-setters in this respect were 
those powerhouses, Pittsburgh and 
Fordham.

More About Fouls. 


HAT “no foul” rule seems to 

puzzle our citizenry consider- 
ably. The impression prevails 
that fouls are no longer recog- 
nized as ground for disqualifica- 
tion, under the new regulation, 
now a part of the Missouri code. 

However, disqualification | still 
is in the book and the referee 
still has power to stop a fight and 
award victory to the victim, in 
case of certain offenses. 

To begin with, there are other 
fouls than low blows, - against 
which the “no foul” legislation 
primarily was directed. The 
change was made in this respect, 
because of the belief that protec- 
tive devices rendered low blows 
comparatively harmless.

However, a low blow is recog- 
nized and penalized; and there 
are circumstances under which 
the referee MUST disqualify a 
foul fighter. 

The “no foul” rule, after recit- 
ing that for one offense the ref- 
éree must award the round by a 
score of 7 to 3 to the offended 
party and by a score of 10-0 in 
case the foul is repeated in the 
same round, further says: 

“Should the contestant still 
continue to foul his opponent aft- 
er two warnings from the referee 
then the bout must be stopped 
and the guilty boxer disqualified.”

This rule applies to low blows 
as well as to other forms of foul- 
ing such as butting, rabbit-punch- 
ing, hitting while holding, etc. 
But because of the exceptionally 
disabling character of low blows, 
under old conditions, the “no foul” 
rule was directed largely at this 
type of foul. 

Minor fouls seldom get more 
than warnings from the referee, 
however. It might help if a fine or 
suspension were. inserted in the 
regulations as a penalty for 
lesser fouls, In heavyweight 
championship bouts, as a rule, 
numerous fouls go. unchallenged 
and unpunished. This might be 
corrected by proper regulation 
and strict n

Ready to Protect Ukraine. 
Vice-Premier Vias Chubar even 
more pointedly declared, “it is 
known that Polish and German Fas- 
cists are sharpening their rapacious 
teeth at sight of the Soviet Ukraine. 
We have-enough planes, tanks, trac- 
tors, trucks and other arms so that 
not a single enemy will cross the 
border of holy Soviet land.” 
Chubar spoke at Kharkov, capital

Now it is more than ever 
necessary that we mobilize.” 
Pravda, official organ of the 
Communist party, featured a party 
manifesto calling on everyone to go 
to the polls Sunday as evidence 
members and non-members of the 
party were united behind the Gov- 
ernment. 

Pravda’s manifesto praised the 
Government’s “punitive drives“

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FOR STUDY OF WATER HAMMER 


NEW YORK, Dec. 8—For tam- 
ing the water hammer, which 


causes the knocking in the radia- 


tor, Lorenzo Allievi, Italian . engi- 
neer, was given the highest award 
of the American Society of Me- 
chanical Engineers’ honorary mem- 
bership, last night. 

The Italian discovered, by mathe- 
matics, the force which makes a 
water hammer. The society in an- 
nual meeting, began today a two- 


day symposium explaining the de- 
tails, 

The hammer appears when a 
pump is shut down abruptly. What 
happens, the Italian figured, and 
the symposium papers will verify, 
is that a peculiar wave starts 
through the pipe at the point where 
the pump pressure is cut off. Un- 
able to find free space in which 
to roll like a wave in the open sea, 
this wave travels by compression. 
It moves much like a sound wave 
in a solid, It travels to the end of 
the pipe, and back. It sometimes 
bounces back and forth several 
times. During its travels a vac- 
uum sometimes opens up some- 
where in the water column. Col- 
lapse of this vacuum strikes a 
tremendous blow. But more dan- 
gerous still, the Italian's mathe- 
matics showed, is the explosive 
force of the compressed water 
wave, In small pipes there is no 
harm. But in big pipes, with high 
speed pumps, water hammer be- 
comes an explosive force.

Maisky Declares Spanish Rebel 
Leader Can’t Stand on Own Feet 
Without Foreign Aid.

Initial enrollment of voters under 
the new permanent registration law, 
carried out in the city’s 783 pre- 
cincts yesterday and Monday, re- 
sulted in a much heavier listing 
than officials and politicians ex- 
pected—334,708. 

The most? optimistic forecast of 
the registration had been 300,000, 
made by Chairman William FH. 
Woodward of the Election Board. 

Voters who failed to enrgll may 
do so any time at the board’s office, 
208 South Twelfth street, except in 
specified periods preceding elec 
tions. The board hopes, however, 
that voters will refrain from call- 
ing for this purpose until the of- 
fice work on the precinct registra- 
tion is completed. 

Hereafter, no general registration 
in the precincts is likely to be held. 
Once recorded under the new sys- 
tm, voters will remain on the books 
as long as qualified; if they change 
residences within the city they can 
transfer at the board office. All 
registrations under the old system 
of quadrennial enrollment have 
been wiped out. 

Below 1936 Registration. 

The first enrollment under per- 
manent registration was 21.3 per 
cent less than the record volume of 
voters, which was 425,671, for the 
presidential election of November, 
1936. It was 18.8 per cent less than 
the registration of 412,469 for the 
mayoral election last April; 

By wards, the decrease from the 
figures of November, 1936, ranged 
from 12 per cent in the North Side 
Setond Ward to 32 per cent in the 
West End Twenty-eighth.

THE NEW 8 PLAN. 


Monday evening, a new plan for the selection of State 
Judges, drawn up by the association’s Committee 
on Judicial Selection and Tenure, was approved by 
a vote of approximately 2 to 1. The plan, which has 
been frequently discussed on this page, includes a 
combination of the appointive and elective methods 
and is designed to remove the judiciary from the 
vicious influence of partisan polities.

mittee charged with the responsibility. of winning 
support for the amendment, with a view to its sub- 
mission to the e 
through action of the Legislature, The task, how- 
ever, should not be confined to the Bar Associa- 
tion. It should be shared by laymen’s organizations 
and interested citizens throughout the State—as we 
believe it will be as soon as the merits of the pro- 
posal become clear. 
In the Monday evening debate, opposition to the 
plan was led by Hyman G. Stein, head of the Law- 
yers’ Association, rival organization of the St. Louis 
Bar Association, and by Sigmund Bass, well-known 
criminal lawyer. Mr. Stein says it would ‘transfer 
control of the judiciary to a small group and create 
a “monopoly” in law practice for a small group. Mr. 
Bass undertook the defense of the present method of 
selecting Judges. 
A sufficient reply to both is the fact that while 
Judges are now selected ostensibly by the vote of 
the people, in reality the choice rests with a small 
group of ruling politicians, who make up their 
“slates” of favored candidates. Political indebtedness 
so incurred is seriously at variance with a Judge's 
duties and responsibilities as an impartial dispenser 
of justice. Again, many of the men selected under 
the present system are—as St. Louis well knows— 
far below standard in legal knowledge, experience 
and character. 
Under the Bar Association plan, when a judgeship 
is to be filled, a list of three men would be named 
by non-political committees of lawyers and laymen 
and submitted to the Governor, who would then ap- 
point one of the three, or, if none of the three were 
considered satisfactory by him, he could call for an- 
other list. The Judge so appointed, after serving 
a short term in office, would have to submit his 
name to a vote of the people, They would be 
asked to say whether or not he should be retained 
in office. If the answer were “Yes,” he would serve 
a full term; if “No,” the appointing process would 
begin over again. So, even if an unfit Judge should 
find his way to the bench, he would be 1 88 to 
quick removal by the democratic process. 
It appears to the Post-Dispatch that the Bar As- 
sociation’s plan has many points of superiority over 
the present system and that it should have the very 
eaten consideration of the people of Missouri.

Until this week, the long line of judicial prece- 
dents had been such as to protect one unit of gov- 
ernment against taxation by another, In 1819, the 
United States Supreme Court, in the historic case 
of McCulloch vs. Maryland, held that a state could 


the United States. The Maryland statute imposed 
“a tax upon the operation of an instrument employed 
by the Government of the Union to carry its powers 
into execution,“ said Chief Justice Marshall, and so 
“must be unconstitutional.” Subsequent decisions, 
leading deeper and deeper into the judicial woods, 
to borrow a figure from one of Justice Cardozo’s 
lectures, established the rule of exemption from Fed- 
ral income taxes for state and municipal employes 
and from state income taxea for employes of the 
United States. Similar protections were set up for 
Federal and state bonds. 

A 6-to-4 decision of the Supreme Court, announced 
Monday, suggests that these immunities might not 
today enjoy the judicial sanction which they con- 
sistently have had. Chiéf Justice Hughes, in opin- 
ions concurred in by Justices Brandeis, Stone, Car- 
dozo and Black, found constitutional the application 
of the West Virginia sales tax and the Washington 
State gross income tax to Federal contractors on the 
Ohio and Kanawha rivers and the Grand Coulee dam, 
respectively. The Chief Justice agreed that these 
taxes would raise the costs of the contractors’ serv- 
ices, but held that they did not “interfere with the 
sovereignty of the Federal Government.” 
No one can say with certainty that the Supreme 
Court will, on the basis of this decision, go on to 
find the income tax of one unit of government valid 
when levied against the employe of another unit. 
Yet all who have thought about the injustices of the 
present exemptions will hope that this step will lead 
to the next. For if contracts of the Federal Gov- 
ernment can be taxed by a state, then, it would 
seem in all reason, so can the salaries of Federal 
employes. So also, it follows, can the income from 


This lead would be worth following up at any time. 
Now that balancing the budget is an urgent con- 
cern of the entire nation, the obligation to Congress 
to abolish tax exemptions is unmistakable. Another 
pair of decisions of the Supreme Court may remove 
all question as to legality.

Fools that we are, we picture ourselves as 
moving about the land making everything 
snug as we go, and leaving one spot only 
when a better opportunity opens elsewhere, 
But we would be more honest if we com- 
pared ourselves to those African ants which 
march about in hordes, picking the country 
clean as they move.. 

One of the younger states has witnessed 
the destruction of its soil at a rate exceed- 
ing 1 per cert a year, and it is a modest 
estimate which places the national loss from 
this source at 40 per cent, on an average, 
the country over. The Indian had lived here 
perhaps 30 centuries and the soil was as 
good when it passed from his hands as when 
he took it over. Under his regime, the con- 
tinent was healthy; under our touch, it has 
become diseased. 

Already the earned standard of living of 
the average American farmer has slipped 
behind that of the European peasant. Every 
abandoned field and farmstead, every ad- 
vance in the cost of lumber or food or tex- 
tiles to the city man, every additional mouth 
that goes on relief in this land of potential

drifting soil is a menace to its neighbors. 
Even the business men in cities some 200 
miles from the “dust bowl” are affected and 
are lending their help to solve the problem. 
We are finding that the landscape is like 
the human hody. You cannot decide to ig- 
nore what happens to any part of it and ex- 
pect the rest to continue in a state of health. 

To tell the truth, North America, like 
other continents before it, is drying out. 
This is no prophet's gabble of changing cli- 
mate. I am talking about the dry water- 
courses of summer which used to run limpid 
throughout the year, about springs now 
dry and ponds that have vanished and, ir 
particular, about the fact that men must 
dig deeper, often far deeper—than did their 
grandfathers in order to find living water. 

The topsoil no longer holds water as it 
did, permitting it to soak slowly downward. 
And in addition, society charges its en- 
gineers to get water out of the way and 
out of sight as fast as they can. They have 
obeyed orders, as they always do, In place 
of the old, meandering streams and tribu- 
taries, with slo of grass or trees, there 
are countless miles of roads and ditches 
which rush the water down and away—a 
new drainage pattern, completely. Is it 
any wonder that our ground water swirls 
off to the ocean and our farm land cush- 
ions the deltas?

In the slim volume, Dr. Beau- 
mont described his experiments on 
Alexis St. Martin, a French-Ca- 
nadian voyager, who was acci- 
dentally wounded in 1822 by the 
discharge of a musket, leaving a 
perforation in his stomach. Through 
this opening, Dr. Beaumont was 
able to watch St. Martin’s digestive 
processes, and by so doing con- 
tributed important observations ta 
medical knowledge.

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‘Montage’ Used More and More 
as a Time Saver by 
the Studios, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
HOLLYWOOD, Cal, Dee. 8&— 
Steering a middie course between 
the banalities of formula picture 
making and the mysticism of the 
advocates of a “cinema art form,” 
Hollywood technicians are today ac- 
complishing wonders with mon- 
tage,” steadily assuming a more 
important place in production, Time 
lapses are not told, but suggested, 
by quick flashes of an idea; entire 
episodes are condensed into a few 
feet of impressionistic sequences 
which permit an audience to en- 
vision the story. 
Leader in this compromise be- 
tween the “practical” and the 
“arty” is Slavko Vorkapich, Yugo- 
slavian artist who forsook painting 
to build ideas pictorially on the 
screen. 
Vorkapich does not use trick pho- 
tography. He films ideas. He films 
portions of scenes. Then, in the 
laboratory, he dissolves one into the 
other, sometimes overlaps one with 
another, has images bob in and 
out of focus. When finished, his 
montage is a fleeting series of pic- 
tures which plant thoughts. 
Lately, he has collaborated with 
Herbert Stothart, and music and 
pictorial effect are worked out to- 
gether. For instance, in “May- 
time,” ‘he told the entire story of 
a prima donna’s rise to fame in 
scenes showing opera appearances, 
practice at a piano, metronomes 
ticking time, cheering crowds, more 
practice, and finally the singer’s 
arrival in America. The quick 
flashes of action were accompa- 
nied by a musical score by Stothart 


with opera snatches, vocal exercises, 


dramatic music, arranged to blend 
with the pictorial effect. 
Term From 


„Montage“ is a French noun, de- 
rived from the verb “monter,” to 
mount, assemble or put together. 
In the studios they call it “creative 
cutting,” as distinguished from sim- 
ple continuity cutting. Vorkapich 
calls it “film ideagraphy.” 
Vorkapich came to America aft- 
er serving in a student regiment in 
the war. He painted portraits in 
New York, later in San Francisco, 
and there Rex Ingram, director and 
artist, met him. The artist’s head 
was full of fleeting impressions of 
the war, and he was casting about 
for a way to use them. 

European cameramen had evolved 
some odd effects in “dissolves” 
which had added “Ufa Shots” to 
Hollywood’s camera slang. Vorka- 
pich came to Hollywood, worked on 
several independent pictures, grad- 
ually gaining recognition for his 
efforts. Finally, he was employed 
to work a montage sequence into 
“David Copperfield.” Since then, 
he has provided montage effects 
for “Manhattan Melodrama,” Ro- 
meo and Juliet,” The Good 
Earth,” “Maytime,” “Broadway Mel- 
ody, “Rosalie,” and others, and
